According to plaintiff attorney Mark Reinhardt, there is a Sept. 15 
deadline for those wishing to either participate in the settlement or file 
claims, and anyone missing the deadline is prohibited from filing any 
future action. 

Gatorade Drink Recalled after Glass Fragments Detected by Consumers 

Some 16-oz. glass bottles of Gatorade Thirst Quencher are being 
recalled after customers reported finding glass fragments in the bottles, 
according to news wire reports. 

The bottles, distributed in Alaska, California, Idaho, Montana and 
Washington state, were bottled at Gatorade 1 s Oakland, Calif., plant. Scott 
Lewis, spokesman for the California Department of Health Services, said 
that some bottles were apparently broken during the manufacturing process 
and glass pieces fell into other bottles. Although no serious injuries have 
been reported, consumers are being urged by Gatorade officials to return 
certain coded bottles.

Recall of the product, distributed in Oregon, is complete, FDA 
reported. 

Contamination with Listeria monocytogenes prompted the Class I recall 
of clear plastic packages of Sliced Norwegian Smoked Salmon. Initiated by

I took my grandchildren up to Sacramento's ARCO Arena to see impresario 
Kenneth Feld's "The Wiz ard o f Oz on Ice," an imaginative, 
innovative and beautifully pr'oduceol £>it ot theatrical entertainment which 
opens an eight -show, five-day run at the Cow Palace Wednesday. 

Jake and Ewie thought the show was wonderful . They loved the tornado 
scene and the Cowardly Lion but were distressed that ol ' gramps was too 
stingy to lay out $8 for a puff of cqtton 'candy set in a 
plastic "Wiza rd of Oz, souvenir^j mcke t^Il ' 

Among Feld Entertainment's productions, besides "The Wizard" and the eight 
touring units of "Walt Disney's World on Ice," are the two Ringling Bros, 
and Barnum & Bailey circus units, the "P.T. Barnum World of Wonderment and 
the Bizarre," the Las Vegas show "Siegfried &. Roy," a couple of 
Broadway-bound shows, TV specials and a number of other presentations. 

In spreading out his half-billion dollar entertainment empire, Feld is 
knocking over boundaries - thus the most impressive "Broadway musical" 
style of "The Wi zard of O z on Ice." This is not a cheapo bit of 
fluff -on- ice with video Screens and film clips; it is a remarkable, 
sophisticated, original production concept for this book and musical film 
favorite. 

The success and the effectiveness of the show stem from Feld's desire, 
as he said in a commentary, "to do a whole new production. ... I did not 
want to just redo the 1939 film. On ice," he explained, " "The Wizard 
of Oz ' can have more movement than on the screen," and so he called 
in as choreographer and creative consultant Olympic gold medalist Robin 
Cousins, who, among other splendid numbers, choreographed Dorothy's (Jeri 
Campbell) charming solo skating bit for the "Over the Rainbow" sequence - 
sung, distinctively, by Laurnea Wilkerson on the production' s prerecorded 
tape . 

All voices (and sound effects) other than Wilkerson 's "Dorothy" lines 
are by Bobby McFerrin - who is Toto barking, the Wizard exhorting, the 
squeaky Munchkins, Scarecrow, Tin Man, both Witches and all the others. 
McFerrin' s "Wizard" and "Cowardly Lion" voice-overs are especially 
remarkable - I loved his (The Wizard's) critique of the lion - mimed and 
skated by Mark Richard Farrington - "You bilious bale of bovine fodder." 
Sounds like a William Safire line for the late veep Spiro Agnew. 

From the "Farm in Kansas" scene with Auntie Em, Uncle Henry and Hunk, 
Zeke and Hickory; Miss Gulch and Dorothy's little dog Toto, to Professor 



Marvel's Caravan, with its ice-skating horse, to the tornado scene and all 
that lies ahead, this production is continuously fascinating and 
entertaining. 

As the wind blows, lights flash, tiny wind-borne water drops flow 
through the arena, thunder crashes and Uncle Henry 1 s farmhouse and outhouse 
seem to rise from the ice, there is considerable audio-visual bombast. 

This production is colorful, active and brilliant in staging; the story 
line, narration, music (most familiar, some not) , costumes and skating are 
suitable, splendid - always in keeping with Feld's concept of a 
Broadway-style production that understands and uses the unique "stage" of 
an ice arena. 

The Tin Man-oilcan scene is wonderfully turned, as is the Straw Man's 
anguished remark, "I can't even scare a crow." The Munchkins aren't dwarfs, 
but as director Jerry Bilik and costume designer Frank Krenz decided, the 
Munchkins, all 33 of them, "could each have different, outrageously 
colorful and funny costumes." And so they do. 

An inserted "Poppies and Snowf lakes" scene features colorful cartoonish 
poppies and a romantic dancing sequence by the "Crystal Pair, " Olga 
Niezvestnaya -Hunter and Serguei Zaitsev. All the film's other songs, by 
Harold Arlen and Yip Harburg (including "The Jitterbug," a last-cut from 
the movie) , are included, and each proves a vehicle for spectacular staging 
and ice dancing. 

With witches good and evil flying through the air, along with ascending 
balloon, and Toto hippity-hopping around the ice, and castles and forests 
appearing and disappearing, this "Wizard of Oz" is something 
else, again. 

Though Jake and Ewie never got their cotton candy and 
settled for an ice cream bar (guess whose idea) they did, even before the 
intermission, agree that "This is the best of all the ice-skating shows 
you've taken us to." 

Two ice cream-sticky "thumbs up. 

Old folks will like it too.
